To deceive md confuse the Soviet regime in the Latvian SSB and to maintain

b. Plan 

To establish a Latvian section of a Baltic psychological warfare panel aid 
workshop. This section, initially consisting of one individual, will engage 
in research and compilation of operational data in support of Ftf operations 
directed against the Latvian SSR. It will also assist in the plaining and 
implementation of PW operations. 

£. Summary of pp actions 

No PP operations under this project are presently under way. 
d. Assessment of Operational Security Factors 


Careful examination of the problems involved in establishing suitable and 
effective cover for the Baltic panel and workshop has led to the conclusion 
that domestic official cover wouH be best. No major risks are anticipated 
with respect to the establishment and operations of the Latvian section* 
Certain operations supported or implemented by the unit will inevitably in- 
volve some risks, but no substantial ones are presently foreseen and careful 
planning and control should minimize those which do develop. 


No assets exist at the present time. Two candidates for the Latvian section 
of the panel are under consideration. 
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
